The cholera was worse in Naples than any- 
where else in the kingdom. I gladly availed 
myself of the privilege. 

“te said to me that he was surprised to 
see so young a man as myself a graduated 
physician, but he said he supposed it was 
typical of America.

“His majesty, King Victor Emmanuel 
III, who is off the coast of Greece, is on 
his way back to the kingdom.” 

Signs of mourning are rapidly appear- 
ing throughout the city.

Portraits of the murdered 
monarch occupy points of vantage, draped 
in black and flags are flying at half mast 
everywhere.

A few newspapers this morning publish 
short tributes to the noble qualities of 
King Humbert, declaring that it is due 
to his love for the working classes that 
he has fallen a victim of assassination. 
The papers add a few words of sympathy 
and respect for the new King. 

The Giorono states that if the ab- 
sence of the new King is prolonged be- 
yond forty-eight hours a brief regency 
will be established in accordance with 
the constitution. 

King Humbert attended a festival at 
Moza and superintended a distribution of 
prizes, the result of a gymnastic com- 
petition. At the close of the entertain- 
ment he and his suite took their de- 
parture. Amid the cheers of his loyal 
subjects Humbert entered his carriage 
and was just seating himself with his aid- 
de-camp when the plaudits of the crowd 
were interrupted by three pistol shots, 
fired in rapid succession. 

One bullet pierced the body of his 
Majesty, who fell in the carriage. 

The assassin made a desperate effort to 
escape in the confusion that followed, but 
he was artested by the police. When the 
crowd learned the fearful work of his 
bullet it was furious, and the murderer 
was with great difficulty saved from a 
violent death at their hands. 

The assassin gave the name of Angelo 
Bressi and said he came from Prato, in 
Tuscany. He refused to make a statement 
or to give any reason for his crime, but 
it is supposed he is one of the band of 
anarchists who are pledged to the assas-

Great Regret at the Tragedy Is Ex- 
pressed by His Former Subjects 
Now in America, 


CHICAGO, July %.—Prominent Italians of 
Chicago were shocked and grieved on re- 
ceiving the news of the assassination of 
King Humbert. He was considered a wise 
and liberal ruler by the representative men 
in the Italian colony. All regarded 
the tragedy as a serious blow to Italy. 

Anthony L. Razwadowski, the Italian 
consnul, said: “Il am terribly shocked by 
the news of the assassination of King 
Humbert. Our ruler was so well beloved 
by his subjects that it is almost !mpossli- 
ble to think any Itallan would commit such 
a crime. However, there are many anarch- 
ists in Italy, and I think that it just has 
been the work of one of these. 

“King Humbert recently had been in 
Naples to bid goodby to the Italian troops 
on their way to China, and was received 
with the greatest demonstrations of respect 
by soldiers and civilians alike. 

‘The Italians of Chicago, of whem there 
are 25,000 will receive the news with a great 
deal of regret. 

“The successor to King Humbert, his 


only son, Victor Emmanuel, who ts now 3 
years old, has received every attention in 
the way of education and training, a 
thoroughly well qualified, and will, 
lieve, make a worthy successor of his 
father.’

ALLEGORY AND HYSTERICS, 


Attention is being called to the “allegorical picture drawn 
by Kaiser William five years ago in which he represented the 
nations of Christendom gathered together and facing the “Yel- 
low Peril.” in the distance was shown a storm cloud menacing 
Europe, while through a break in it appeared Buddha riding 
on the Chinese dragon.

ANOTHER FRANCHISE ORDINANCE. 


The ordinance granting a franchise to the St. Louis and 
Illinois Electric Railway Co., published in full in today’s Post- 
Dispatch, contains one good clause—a -provision for arbitra- 
tion of labor controversies—but lacks all other essential safe- 
guards of the public interest. 

There is no provision for compensation to the city for the 
valuable privileges granted. 

There is nothing to prevent the new company 
another wheel in a great and oppressive combine. 

The lesson of athe Merchants’ bridge should not be forgot- 
ten. That bridge was built for the express purpose of re- 
leasing the business community from the grip of the Eads 
bridge. But scarcely was the structure thrown open for 
traffic when it was made to strengthen the very monopoly it 
was designed to undermine. This new franchise must be so 
framed as to make such trickery impossible. 

This ordinance expressly authorizes consolidation. On the 
contrary, it should make a combine impossible, if in no other 
way, by making the compensation so high as to absorb the 
entire franchise value. Franchises which are valuable only 
to the public are not likely to be seized by monopolists. 

It is questionable whether a car line is needed or desirable 
along the route indicated. Third street is already choked 
with traffic. A double track would mean the exclusion of 
everything but the cars, and what interests can possibly be 
served along the other streets named? 

It would be well for every citizen to study this ordinance. 
It is framed, with the one exception noted, without the slight- 
est reference to the public welfare, which ought to be the 
first consideration. 
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The failure to receive a reply from Minister Conger to Sec- 
retary Hay’s second dispatch makes hope wellnigh impossible. 
Mr. Hay’s cablegram was so worded that only the American 
minister could frame a reply. The Chinese were unable to 
concoct a forgery. The inference is that the first dispatch 
emanated from Chinese sources and was designed to deceive. 
It seems that the only thing now to do is to take it for granted 
that all the Europeans and Americans in Pekin are dead and 
act accordingly. It is not easy to perceive what good can 
come of further temporizing with Oriental ruffians whose 
policy is one mass of lies.

Even if they shuuld accomplish that feat, 
which is extremely unlikely, their percent- 
age of games won, while away from home, 
will not be anything to boast of. 

The team has been a disappointment to 
the local enthusiasts as well as to the en- 
tire basbeall world. 

Its miserable showing has hurt the game 
in St. Louis, one of, if not the greatest, 
baseball cities in the country, to an im- 
measurable extent. 

The local public is disgusted and sore 
with the whole aggregation, and a radical 
change for the better in the playing of 
the team is the only thing that will regain 
its lost prestige. 


The stories from New York predicting a 
shakeup in the team was the principal 
topic of comment among the fans during 
the past week. All sorts of rumors have 
been afloat in regard to the matter. Te- 
beau has been slated for release, says one. 
McGraw will be let out, says another, and 
SO on. 

Individually it ig admitted the members 
of the team are stars in their respective 
positions, but an army of stars canhot play 
winning ball if they do not play in unison. 

A team of four horses drawing a large 
wagon would not make any headway if each 
one of the equine brutes should pull In a 
diffierent direction and that seems to be 
the situation to a nicety on the St. Louis 
team. 

To look the matter straight in the face 
and discuss it without prejudice it seems 
as if radical action on the part of Presi- 
dent Robison in straightening out the tan- 
gle is the only way the team can be Kept 
from finishing in last place. 


There does not seem to be a prospect of 
the Brooklyn Club transferring its re- 
maining games to Washington, although 
that move may be decided upon before 
the team returns from its next western trip. 
Several days ago Manager Hanlon -was 
speaking to a member of the Cincinnati 
team and remarked that the Brooklyn club 
might as well close its gates at the Brook- 
lyn grounds, as the attendance was hardly 
large enough to pay for ground rent and the 
salaries of the park employes. The Reds 
played to less than 1000 people on the first 
two days of their series there last week, 
and the Saturday crowd was not much larg- 
er than an ordinary week-day audience in 
any other League city. Perhaps the owners 
of the Brooklyn Club will be game and 
stick it out to the end of the season, but 
that kind of gameness, while commendable 
in a way, shows no business acumen on the 
part of the owners of the Brooklyn Club. 
During the two seasons that the old Balti- 
more team has been in Brooklyn it has lost 
money in the games on its home grounds, 
and to continue to court ruin by Keeping 
such a high-priced team there is about as 
foolish a thing as could be done.—Exchange. 

The experience of Rube Waddell in Punx- 
sutawney brought out this yarn in the Cin- 
cinnati club: In the days of their youth 
“The’’ Breitenstein and Heiny Peitz were 
rivals among the amateurs in the Goose 
Hill district in the Mound City. Not until 
they became professionals did they ever 
play tog@ther. Now they are chums. Breit 
joined the story-tellers’ class, relating an 
incident of early days in Red Bud and Ches- 
ter. Rivalry between rural towns is still 
intense in most states. Red Bud wanted 
Chester s-hide, and the German battery and 
Irish first baseman—Kane—was imported 
from St. Louis to do the trick. Breit tried 
to disguise himself by pitching righthanded 
in practice, but some wise son of the Suck- 
er State discovered him, and the betting 
men of Chester buckled their pocketbooks. 
They refused to bite with a lead of three 
runs, and then Breit cut loose. His team 
won 17 to 3, and he struck out nearly a score 
of the opposition. ‘‘Those were days,’ said 
he, ‘“‘when a fellow could run out in the 
woods and pick up a hundred for his after- 
noon’s work. A team with a masked bat- 
tery was not a rarity, and the other fellows 
used t@ ask: ‘Wonderif that nine is ‘loaded’ 
or not?’ ”’

PREHISTORIC THIGH-BONE 


Was Unearthed, Twenty Feet Below 
the Surface, in a Sewer 
Excavation.

other prehistoric animal. The bone, which 
Was preserved by petrification, was for- 
warded to Sewer Commissioner Hermann’'s 
office by Inspector Henry Johnson, and 
the commissioner is exhibiting the relic. 

The bone is entirely too large to have 
come from any animal known to Missouri 
in modern times.

Atter it had heen cleaned 
it was found possible to use it as a water 
filter, as the process of petrification had 
left it full of fine pores.

the marriage, in one line, and begging ma- 
ternal forgiveness in the next line. 

Mrs. Mary Stephens, Mrs. Becker's moth- 
er, says that she has not replied to the 
letter and she cannot find it in her heart 
to forgive her. 

Mrs. Helen 8S. Bacon and her six-year- 
old daughter Burrel had made their home 
with Mrs. Stephens at 2906 North Grand 
avenue. Just before Christmas last year 
Mrs. Bacon accepted a position as a sales- 
woman at Judge & Dolph’s drugstore at 
Seventh and Locust streets. Among the 
clerks there was George F. Becker. She 
remained there until a month ago when 
she gave up her position. None of tho 
clerks or employes at the store knew that 
Becker had been paying her any attention 
and they wer more than surprised when 
they heard that Mrs. Bacon and Becker 
| had eloped to Belleville. 
| “It was a great surprise to me,”’ said 
| Mrs. Stephens to the Post-Dispatch. “It 
| was worse than a surprise. It was a shock.

There were good reasons why she should 
not have married. I knew that this man 
Becker had been to see her a few times, 
but I never suspected such a thing as this. 
| She never intimated marriage to me, for she 
knew I would never allow it. I don’t know 
where she is now and I do not care. I 
guess, though, she is at her people's, over 
in Collinsville, Il.
